Hounds  Own  5-1 M-D  Log; 
Extra-Loop  Foes  Tough 

The  Greyhound  basketballers  have  had  their  ups  and  downs 
since  the  beginning  of  the  year.  With  four  players  hitting  for 
double  figures,  Loyola  bounced  past  Baltimore  University  by  an 
85-75  score.  D.  J.  Klaes  had  a fine  night,  tallying  20  points.  Then 
with  Bill  Devaney  and  Mickey  Gardner  watching  from  the  sidelines, 
the  Hounds  dropped  a 70-50  decision  to  Mount  St.  Mary  at  the  Civic 
Center. 

Things  looked  pretty  gloomy  as  Loyola  traveled  to  Washington 
to  take  on  the  highly  praised  Cardinals  of  Catholic  U.  With  a nearly 
perfect  zone  defense  and  full-court  harassment  of  Catholic’s  fine 
shooters,  the  Greyhounds  carried  a 20  point  lead  into  the  dressing 
room  at  halftime.  The  Hounds  played  an  equally  fine  second  half,  and 
stepped  into  first  pliace  in  the  Mason-Dixon  Northern  division  with  a 
fine  88-72  win. 

Exams  then  called  a halt  to  basketball  activity,  and  Tom  O’Hara 
and  company  hosted  Hopkins  without  benefit  of  organized  practice  for 
a week  and  a half.  Even  though  the  Hounds  accumulated  a five  point 
halftime  lead,  they  bad  to  hang  on  during  the  harrowing  second  half 
to  salvage  a tie  at  the  end  of  regulation  time.  Three  extra  periods 
later,  the  Hounds  emerged  with  a 94-91  win.  O’Hara  and  Philipp 
each  contributed  25  points  to  the  victory. 

Loyola  then  entered  the  toughest  part  of  its  schedule.  Highly 
touted  St.  Peter’s  of  New  Jersey  visited  Evergreen  with  an  impressive 
11-lrecord.  The  Peacocks  were  able  to  out-rebound  the  Hounds  and 
squeaked  by  with  an  82-74  victory.  Loyola’s  scoring  was  handled 
by  only  four  players,  Philipp,  Klaes,  Martel,  and  O’Hara. 


The  Greyhounds  traveled  to 
Blacksburg,  Virginia,  in  the  re- 
scheduled game  against  VPI. 
Tech  lived  up  to  its  press  nO'tices, 
and  overpowered  the  Hounds 
100-65.  Before  7500  rabid  Gob- 
bler fans,  Loyola  found  itself 
again  out-rebounded  and  outsbot 
(67-30),  and  53%-36%  respec- 
tively) . Glen  Combs  led  VPI  with 
31  points,  hitting  13  of  his  23 
shots  from  the  floor.  Nine  other 
Techmen  chipped  in  points  while 
only  O’Hara  hit  double  figures  for 
the  Hounds. 


Natators  Lose  to 
la  Salle  and 
IV.  Chester  State 

After  a devastating  weekend, 
the  Loyola  seadogs  spent  this  week 
preparing  for  Friday’s  contest 
with  V.M.I.  Against  powerful  La- 
Salle and  West  Chester  the  nata-  I 
tors  fell  by  58-36  and  62-23  scores 
respectively.  Virginia  Military  has 
made  a habit  of  beating  the 
Hounds  in  recent  years,  and  the  ^ 
last  Loyola  victory  over  the  Key-  ! 
dets  dates  back  to  1962.  But  last 
year  a determined  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  swimmers  brought 
them  to  a near  upset  as  V.M.I. 
squeaked  by  53-42.  Coach  Murphy 
hopes  to  duplicate  the  strong  ef- 
fort this  year  and  capitalize  on  a 
few  recent  developments  to  upset 
the  southerners. 

Perhaps  the  one  factor  which 
will  determine  the  final  outcome 
of  the  V.M.I.  contest  will  be  the 
team’s  ability  to  take  sufficient  sec- 
ond and  third  places  to  back  up 
the  events  they  win. 

Among  these  recent  develop- 
ments are  the  record  setting  efforts 
of  captain  Murray  Stephens  and 
the  return  of  Doug  Eppler  from 
the  ineligible  list.  Stephens  recent- 
ly shaved  nearly  3 seconds  off  the 
school  record  he  set  for  the  200 
yd.  freestyle  last  year.  Eppler’s 
return  gives  new  depth  and 
strength  to  the  backstroke  de- 
partment, one  of  the  team’s  big- 
gest trouble  spots  this  season.  His 
eligibility  also  removes  part  of 
the  burden  from  the  shoulders  of 
converted  backstroker  Joe  Moran 
and  John  Prior  who  has  schucked 
his  swimming  career  to  become 
the  team’s  number  one  diver.

Mr.  Jordan  ’61  has  been  grant- 
ed a leave  of  absence  for  the  pur- 
pose of  completing  the  require- 
ments for  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
philosophy  in  economics  at  Purdue 
University. 

Mr.  Jordan  is  writing  his  doc- 
toral dissertation  on  the  factors 
which  influence  the  amount  of 
trade  passing  through  the  port  of 
Baltimore. 

Mr.  Jordan  hopes  to  show  the 
reasons  why  exporters  and  impor- 
ters choose  this  port  in  preference 
to  other  East  coast  and  Gulf  ports 
and  to  show  the  relative  import- 
ance of  the  level  of  rates  and  avail- 
ability of  services  at  the  various 
ports.

turn of  data  to  any  particular  ex- 
change. The  teletype  unit  iself  is 
limited  because  it  can  copy  data 
no  faster  than  one-hundreds  words 
per  minute.
